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COP 28 Resolution 49/57: The Technology Executive Committee, together with 
Enterprise Neurosystem — a non-profit open-source artificial intelligence (Al) 
community — has launched the Al Innovation Grand Challenge during the High-level 
Event on Artificial Intelligence for Climate Action to identify and support the 
development of Al-powered solutions for climate action in developing countries, in 


particular the SIDS and LDCs. This Grand Challenge is part of the #Al4ClimateAction 
Initiative by the Technology Mechanism. 
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Resolution point 49 outlines the launch of the Al Innovation Grand Challenge during 
the High-level Event on Artificial Intelligence for Climate Action. This initiative, led by 
the Technology Executive Committe in collaboration with Enterprise Neurosystem, 
aims to identify and support the development of Al-powered solutions for climate action 
in developing countries, with a particular focus on Small Island Developing States 
(SIDS) and Least Developed Countries (LDCs). 


Positive Side: 


Innovative Solutions: The Al Innovation Grand Challenge harnesses the potential of 
artificial intelligence (Al) to address climate change challenges. Al technologies have 
the capability to analyze vast amounts of data and provide insights that can inform more 
effective climate action strategies, including mitigation and adaptation measures. 


Support for Developing Countries: By focusing on developing countries, especially 
SIDS and LDCs, the initiative aims to bridge the technology gap and provide support to 
nations that are most vulnerable to the impacts of climate change. Al-powered solutions 
tailored to the specific needs of these countries can help enhance their resilience and 
adaptive capacity. 


Collaborative Approach: The partnership between the Technology Executive Committee 
and Enterprise Neurosystem demonstrates a collaborative approach to leveraging 
technology for climate action. By engaging both technical experts and Al communities, 
the initiative can benefit from diverse perspectives and expertise in developing 
innovative solutions. 


Negative Side: 


Accessibility Challenges: While Al technologies hold promise for addressing climate 
challenges, there may be accessibility challenges for developing countries, particularly 
SIDS and LDCs. These nations may lack the infrastructure, resources, and technical 
expertise necessary to fully utilize Al-oowered solutions, limiting their ability to benefit 
from the initiative. 


Ethical Considerations: The use of Al in climate action raises ethical considerations 
related to data privacy, transparency, and equity. There may be concerns about the 
potential misuse of Al technologies or unintended consequences, highlighting the need 
for robust governance frameworks and ethical guidelines to ensure responsible 
deployment. 


Dependency on Technology: Relying heavily on Al-powered solutions may create a 
dependency on technology, potentially overshadowing other important aspects of 
climate action such as community engagement, traditional knowledge, and nature- 
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based solutions. It’s essential to strike a balance between technological innovation and 


holistic approaches to addressing climate change. 


In summary, while the Al Innovation Grand Challenge presents opportunities for 


leveraging Al in climate action, it’s important to address challenges related to 


accessibility, ethics, and dependency on technology to ensure the initiative’s 


effectiveness and ethical use of Al for sustainable development. 
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
